JP 58-004180 was cited by the Japanese Patent Office as it teaches a mobility of a 
polysilicon TFT is about 100 cnW-sec. This reference teaches an active matrix substrate, 
which includes a matrix of data lines and gate lines. Peripheral driver circuits for driving 
these data lines and gate lines, respectively, are formed on a peripheral portion of a 
substrate. A portion or all of the transistors which constitute the peripheral driving circuits has 
a higher mobility than the matrix circuit. The reference numeral 1 depicts a glass substrate, 2 
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is an active matrix circuit, 3 is a peripheral driving circuit, 4 is a polysilicon film, 5 is a CVD 
Si02 film, 6 is a polysilicon film, 7 is a CVD Si0 2 film, and 8 is an electrode.
